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SCHOOL REPORT 


To the Citizens of Scarborough: 

In 1917 the need of additional room for our schools at 
Oak Hill was first mentioned in the School Report. Last 
year the need was again presented, coupled with an outline 
for a proposed reorganization of the school system, which 
would result in benefits to the entire town. This year, the 
need is so imperative that it is by far the most important 
subject to be taken up in this Report. 

Last year it was pointed out that the High School needs 
more room to accommodate its pupils and opportunity for 
better equipment. The crowded condition of the school has 
been even more of a problem during the past year. There 
are now 67 pupils in the High School, and with all available 
space filled, there are 63 desks. In the Fall, according to 
present expectations, there promises to be an enrollment of 
over 75 pupils.. Thus considering that if the plans are 
started immediately, some time must elapse before we have 
more accommodations ready for use, it is evident that the 
problem is serious. 

In regard to the need for better equipment in the High 
School, may I repeat the statements of last year. 

We arc pleased to state that at present all parts of our toivn 
are represented in our High School enrollment. In othet ivords, 
the value oj our school has become recognized and it is gaining 
in its competition with surrounding institutions. It is obvious 
that no school will instil in the hearts oj our young people loyal¬ 
ty to Scarborough, as well as our own school. But if we are to 
retain and increase the progress which has been so difficult to 
begin, we must provide progressive and practical courses offered 
around us. Thete must be adequate opportunity for domestic 
science, manual training and other forms af vocational prepara- 
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tion. This is not merely the demand of competion; it is the de¬ 
mand of onr country. Many of the requests of the State De¬ 
partment of Education this year have been along these litres. 
The lack of these facilities ivas the most serious criticism from 
the State Agent for Secondary Schools, after his inspection of our 
system . 

When you realize that at the present time there is no 
opportunity for a laboratory for physics and chemistry 
(which have been demanded by the most conservative school 
men as a part of a High School training for our generation) 
to say nothing of the impossibility of introducing anything 
like adequate courses in any vocational lines involving hard 
work, you can see the need of room for better equipment. 

The elementary grades at Oak Hill are also seriously 
hampered by lack of room. With approximately 75 pupils 
in these grades, it has been necessary to place a third teach¬ 
er in the school, * and under present conditions this causes 
two teachers to be teaching different classes in one room at 
the same time. That such a state of affairs is not conductive 
to the greatest efficiency is obvious. 

May I remind you of the statement last year, that the 
only permanent and adequate way to meet the situation is by 
the erection of a new High School building—also remind 
you that with such a solution it would be possible to reorga. 
nize the entire school system, aiming ultimately at the junior. 
senior High School plan? Thus the problem is one to be 
solved not merely for the advantage of the citizens who use 
the Oak Hill schools, but to the advantage of the entire 
town. A statement in detail of the steps by which the 
Junior-senior High School plan would be reached, was given 
in last year’s report. Such reorganization, with the accom¬ 
panying centralization of higher grades, is even more desira¬ 
ble than when first recommended, owing to the increasing 
cost and difficulty of obtaining suitable teachers. 
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Last year it was recognized that building was impracti¬ 
cal; this year we are again in peace times, and the time is 
fast approaching when definite action must be taken if we 
are to keep abreast of our neighboring towns. 

In order to obtain expert opinion as regards the condi¬ 
tion of our schools, and the practicality of our proposed pro¬ 
gram of reorganization, which might be gradually undertak¬ 
en to meet the educational demands of our town, with the 
advice of your committee, I invited Mr. Josiah W. Taylor, 
State Inspector of High Schools and Mr. H. A. Allan, Agent 
for Rural Education, to make a survey of our school sastem. 

The conditions at present, as summed up by them, are 
as follows: 

“The conditions at the Oak Hill school are not satisfac¬ 
tory. The High School, with an enrollment of sixty-seven 
pupils, cannot be accommodated in any one room in the 
building, as the study room will seat only forty pupils at the 
most. The two recitation rooms, which are also used as 
home class rooms, are not of size sufficient to accommodate 
the school. One of these is used for science and domestic 
arts, but is not provided with the necessary equipment for 
this work. There is no room in the building for the equip¬ 
ment required for carrying on the work of a Class A High 
School. There is no opportunity for a library or reference 
room. The efficiency of the school is threatened by the 
present housing conditions. 

The elementary grades, which occupy the two rooms on 
the lower floor of the building, are taught by three teachers. 
With the division of grades, as it must be made, it is quite 
clear that the present demands are for three teachers, and 
each teacher should have a separate room. The combina¬ 
tion as now made, is probably the best that can be arranged 
for under the conditions, but it is far from being satisfactory. 

The general condition of this building is satisfactory,

except for the matter of ventilation and lighting. The lat¬ 
ter, however, has been temporarily remedied through the ef¬ 
forts of your committee. 

The other school buildings of the town are of the type 
built some years ago, and are not satisfactory in the matters 
of heating and ventilation, lighting and sanitary arrange¬ 
ments. They do not represent the type of schools that one 
would expect to find in a community as prosperous as Scar¬ 
borough. The school at Dunstan, in particular, is very un¬ 
satisfactory because of the crowded condition. It would ap¬ 
pear also that under the present School pla.i the condition 
will not be immediately relieved. 

While a division of grades with two teachers is provided 
for at Dunstan and Black Point, the other schools are of the 
old fashioned type, with several grades represented, lack of 
competition in grades, crowded programs, and no opportu¬ 
nity for any type of educational work, beyond the simple 
elementary school subjects.” 

Their recommendations and comments, in part, after a 
careful study of our many problems, are as follows: 

“The construction of a modern school building, at some 
point near Oak Hill and Dunstan. This building should be 
constructed and equipped for the housing of about one hun¬ 
dred and eighty pupils. In such a building provision should 
be made for the schooling of the last six grades in the town, 
including three years of High School in one group, and 
the first year of High School and what corresponds to the 
present seventh and eighth grades in another group, this be 
ing generally known as the junior-senior High School plan of 
organization. 

The use of the present building at Oak Hill for the 
lower grades only. 

The transportation of pupils of the upper grades from 
all of the outside schools of the town to the Oak Hill sc hool 
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and the new school. 

The complete remodeling of schools selected to serve 
pupils in the outside sections. Such remodeling program 
may be carried on by completely changing at least one build¬ 
ing a year so that it will conform with recognized standards 
of arrangement and equipment. 

We would advise that the first steps toward such a 
program of improvement of the outside buildings likely to be 
used permanently be undertaken at once and that a special 
appropriation for this purpose be made at 1919 annual meet¬ 
ing. Present conditions in these buildings should not be 
tolerated longer when they can be made convenient, well 
ventilated, properly lighted and satisfactory in toilet arrange¬ 
ments at a moderate expense. 

Referring to the first recommendation it would appear 
to us that the town must provide for a new school building 
to accommodate the High School. 

While this provision is being made it would be a short 
sighted policy if it was not carried out in such complete 
form as to meet the needs of the next few years and to pro¬ 
vide for the expected expansion of school organization. It 
is not unreasonable to believe that within a short period of 
years, one hundred and eighty would be enrolled in the last 
six grades of the school organization. 

Such a building might include six class rooms, a home 
room for each of the grades. It should provide necessary 
laboratories, recitation rooms and work rooms for carrying 
out industrial and science courses. It should include an 
assembly hall big enough to accommodate the entire school 
and so equipped with furniture that it may be used for 
general assembly purposes. It should also contain a gymna¬ 
sium so that the work in physical education can be properly 
carried on. It is possible that the assembly hall and the 
gymnasium might be combined. Such a building should be 
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near enough to the Oak Hill school so that the transportation 
routes could accommodate pupils attending the proposed 
new school and the Oak Hill school. 

Referring to the second recommendation it would appear 
that the present school building at Oak Hill would readily 
adapt itself for elementary school purposes.” 

I wish to especially call your attention to this summary 
as regards our opportunities for educational expansion. 

“It would appear to us that the Town of Scarborough 
offers an exceptional opportunity for the extension and 
reorganization of its school system. Conditions are such as 
to require immediate attention to this problem, but fortu¬ 
nately they are also such as to lend themselves well to a 
plan of reorganization. 

Although it is recognized that the Town of Scarborough 
covers an area slightly larger than that of the average 
Maine township the arrangement of the roads and the con¬ 
dition of the same would appear to be such as to simplify a 
plan of moderate consolidation. The problem is somewhat 
easier also because of the fact that the electric railroad 
crosses the town and that the main highway of the town is 
one of the best in the State of Maine. 

The ready accessibility of the Town of Scarborough to 
the City of Portland with the frequent electric car service 
and ready connection by automobile would seem to indicate 
that the growth of Scarborough is likely to continue to con 
siderable extent by the addition of a population made up of 
those whose business may be in Portland but who would 
prefer to receive many of the advantages which might be 
offered by the maintenance of a home in Scarborough. It is 
clear , however, that in order to attract such a population, it is 
necessary for Scarborough to offer school advantages which 
are not inferior to those of any other town in that immediate 
section. 
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As regards the financiering of the proposed improve¬ 
ments, it is only fair to say that a comparison of figures in¬ 
dicate that the Town of Scarborough is in better condition 
to finance such a proposal than most other towns of the 
State. The rate of taxation for all municipal purposes for 
the current fiscal year is reported as .0215 which might be 
compared with the average rate for Cumberland County of 
.0236, this being the lowest county average in the State, and 
an average of the rates of the State of .02898. Only 27 
towns and 23 small plantations out of the 520 in the State 
have lower tax rates, for all municipal purposes, than t he 
rate of the town of Scarborough. 

For the support of Common schools the town of Scar¬ 
borough shows a rate of .0013 against an average rate of 
.00276 for Cumberland County, the second lowest county 
rate in the State and .00429, the average of such rates for 
the State. Our records indicate that only 28 municipalities 
out of the 520 in Maine have a lower rate of support of 
Common schools and that 17 of the 2S are small plantations 
where conditions are not comparable with those of Scar¬ 
borough. 

From 1910 to 1918 the increase in the valuation of this 
town amounted to 35 per cent, which is a sound indication 
of the substantial growth of the town. 

Examination of the figures on file in this office indicate 
a steady and healthy increase in the School Census and in 
the Common school enrolment. The High school enrollment 
has doubled since 1914.” 

In order to commemorate the service and sacrifice of our 
Scarborough boys who have been prepared to defend with 
their lives our most treasured traditions, some of whom, 
closely connected with our educational life, having paid the 
supreme sacrifice for democracy;—would not a first class 
school building, so situated as to be of service to the whole 
town, be an altogether fitting and proper memorial? 
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ACHIEVEMENTS 

To intensify the work in all of the schools and to take 
creditable part in the various war activities which demand¬ 
ed the attention of every American school has been our 
aim this year, rather than the change or extension of pro¬ 
gram. The spirit of the schools has been excellent and has 
appeared especially in the improved care and treatment of 
buildings. We feel gratiffed that there has been a constant 
improvement in the educational work in a most trying year, 
when obstacles, such as changes in the teaching force and 
the closing of schools on account of the epidemic, have at 
times been most disheartening. 

Improvement in our equipment has included the starting 
of a library and the purchase of a piano in the High School 
both being brought about thru the efforts of teachers and 
students. With the purchase of the two acre plot in the 
rear of the Oak Hill building it was also possible to transfer 
the school cesspool a greater distance from the school. 
Other improvements in the sanitary conditions of that build 
ing have been completed. 

Along the lines of patriotic activity, it is interesting to 
note that pupils of Scarborough purchased over $3,600 
worth of Liberty Bonds and over $3,000 worth of War Sav¬ 
ing Stamps, and made a creditable record in all of the other 
“war drives,” including the production of food. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation for the 
co-operation and valuable assistance of your school commit¬ 
tee and efficient corps of teachers who have made it possible 
for the schools of our town to meet the unusual tests which 
of late have been placed upon them and at the same time to 
have raised the educational standards.
